The National Debt. 



[Although BritiBh Columbia cnnnot lay 
claim to theBtatus of a nation, yet it en- 
joys the dignity of a national debt hang- 
ing over it. Not tho least of the long train 
of evils under which tho Colony has been 
whiDing and pining, wo are greatly dis» 
posed to' regard that financial condition 
attributable to the absence of nn uble 
Chancellor of tho Exchequer. Had tbo 
public debt boon properly fur.dod and 
its gradual extinguishment made to ex- 
tend over a period of half a century or 
bo, tho present generation would not bo 
crabbed and discouraged by the pay- 
ment ol one-third of the entire revenue 
towaids its extinction. Wo may be 
told that those w ho borrow and spend 
ehotild repay, — that it would not bo fair 
to shift on to a futuro generation any 
portion of tho financial burden. We 
entirely differ from this view. The 
public debt l:as for tbo most part boon 
incurred by tho construction of a great 
highway connecting tho most remote 
community with tho seaboard, a work 
which has brought Cariboo within 8'X 
dfiyB' easy travel of Victoria, a work 
which will bo an enduring monument 
of the boldueffi and energy of tin earlier 
fidministrution, os well as a lasting 
medium .'or facilo intercommunication 
for unborn generations. This being the 
case, it is difficult to conceive of any- 
thing more unfair than that the present 
generation, the struggling pioneers wi!0 
hove to do so much, enduro 80 much, 
sacrifice so much in laying the founda 
lions of future greatness and well-being 
should be called upon to cramp and 
impoverish themselves, and greatly cir- 
cimBcnbb usefulness and permanent de- 
vehpmsnt in order to wipe off the pub- 
io debt in their own day, to pay it ofi 
at a time and under circumstances when 
the doing of it must be peculiarly bur- 
densome. Were tho debt funded and 
mado payable in, say, fifty yoarn, 
the yearly payments would be compara- 
tively light now, and would become 
lighter overy year as tho Colony gain- 
ed strepgth, until thoy would come to 
be scarcely appreciable by tho-e who 
shall have taken the place of tho pre- 
sent generation who havo home the 
burden and heut of tho day. The pub- 
io debt nominally amounts to £300,000, 
mado up of loans .£240,000; flouting 
debt, £00,000. On the former we are 
paying annually in iutero.it and sinking 
fund £25,500 ; on tho latter in interest 
£7,500, the whole forming an annuul 
charge upon the colonial revenue of 
£33,000, equal in round figures to §1G5- 
000 I We have said that the public 
debt nominally amounts to £300,000, 
By tho end of the present year the 
£240,000 of public loans will have been 
reduced by accumulation oi sinking 
fund to something like £ 100,000, mak- 
ing tho total Colonial liability £'220,.. 
000 at the end of 1869. Now, if this 
were paid off by a new loan rui«od in 
England at 6 per cent., redeemable in 
50 years, the interest would amount to 
£13,200 and tho sinking fund to £800, 
the whole forming a yearly charge ot 
£14,000, instead of £33.000 as ot pre- 
sent- It will bo seen that by this ar- 
rangement there would b^ placed at 
the disposal of the Government for the 
construction of much needed and high- 
ly reproductive public works tho very 
considerable su;u ot §95,000, to u-o 
round uumbois, Some may anticipate 
possible difficulty from present bond- 
holders, who might object to accept 
monoy now. If to these bondholders 
were presented the option ot taking the 
caib or reinvesting in the new loan, we 
cannot upprohond any objection ; for 
to those who did not wish to realize 
now, tbo new loan would bo a mure ul» 
truciive and desi.ablo means ot invest- 
ment. Wo venture to recommend tbii- 
Bchomo vo tho inrly and mo.it Serious 
attention o c . tho Executive, ieeling well 
assured that if hiH Excellency will only 
take it up una carry it into speedy ef- 
fect he will do n*ich towards placing the 
finances of the COony on a mure healthy 
and prosperous bo".*, In propounding 
this scheme wo lay i claim to origin- 
ality of conception or UoagUl. In tact 
we are desirous that duo cre dit should 
redound tu a gentleman Uie public 
service ot the Colony, to wlicq ihe pub- 
lie as well as ourselvos stand vinetly in- 
debted for what may perhaps b, c har- 
acterised as tho most stutosmvi,|i|{o 
schemo yet prop unded in connecJon 
with the finances ot tho Colony. 

The International Aquatic Contest. 

E»rly in 1867, while rcuat atrerjuoua exer- 
tions were mado to reodur (he Paris Exhibi- 
tion altractivo above oil exhibitions, tbo 
Towing cluba ol tho United Slates and Uurm. 
da were .inforjaed that a eeriea .of nicea would 
be given on the Seine for the amateur charr.- 
piooehipof the world, and that every atten- 
tion would be extended to those who might 
-contend. Amongst thouo who entered tho 
lists were iho London Rowing Ulub ; the 
•Oxford University Pour ; the Boulogne Club; 
tho lainoua Uesliog brothers of Puris ; tho 



Germania Ruder Club, together with virions 
others from different parts of Europe, and 
ODly one from this continent j but that was 
all that was necessary, for, ae is welljknovrn, 

the Canadian crew, of St. John, Now 
Brunswick, simply played with abont every- 
thing that they met, and won the race in a 
o canter. An effort was made at that timo to 
send out at first a crew picked from Harvard 
aud Yolo combined, but Mr. Bacon, Yale's 
mrst distinguished oartman, deolining to par- 
ticipate. Vigorous attempts to send an exclu- 
sively Harvard crew followed, nod though 
tho money wan pledged and tho time for pre- 
paration sufficient, the exceeding scarcity of 
good rowers at Harvard, the war having 
taken most of her bone and sinew, prevented 
hor men from putting in au appearance. 
Last year, the Harvards having by far the 
fastest team yot, challenged Oxlord to race 
oc the river Ouse, at King's Lynn, and un» 
protending liitle- town on the east oobsi ol 
Euglaud. After much parley about cox- 
swains, crews, (to., a match was finally ar- 
runyed to oeme off between tho middle of 
August and the first of September, 1869 
The course fixed upon is the best known 
reue course in the rowing world — the time- 
honoured track on which Cambridge had 
beaten Oxford so repeatedly thut il seemed 
hopeless and foolish to try again, and on 
which suddenly Oxh'rd beat Cambridge, and 
fcr tho laf t nino years has, without one in- 
terruption, continued to win, bo that the 
latter is annually in doubt whether to at- 
tempt it any more or not. It is known as 
the Metropolitan, or, more properly, as ihe 
Pultiey to Mortlnke course, and nominally 
exiends from Puiney Bridge across the 
Thames, about four miles wt>t of London, 
to the ship at Mortloke, fuur miles and one- 
third up stream. fSuch was the course over 
which it hub arranged that the great match 
heiween Ha'vurd, of America, and Oxlord, 
of England, should bo rowed. The Har- 
vards were for the first time to carry o cox- 
swain, and tu row over a course at least new 
to them ; but us the olher^side bad to carry on 
iqual load, it was plainly a loirer match lhao 
tbe hundicop, bo much discussed lust year, 
of Oxfoid rowing with and Harvard wilhonl 
a coxswain. Moreover, as tbe Oxford* 
(i-nel'y spend hut two weeks upon this pttr- 
icular course before racing they could hardly 
i>e presumed to obtain rouob advantage over 
tlis Harvurds, who bad over five wesks lor 
nraotice. So much for the circumstances 
precedent to and connected with tho great 
international mutch which was rowed t;n 
Friday latt, in the presence ol an exciied 
mi ss of ono million of persons. It is indeed 
dillioult at thin distance to realize 'he in- 
let s i t y ol the interest and excitement which 
mucl huve prevailed. The Harvards win 
the toss lor choica of position ; tho first 
io catch the water, they get away under the 
most favoruble circum»tmces, taking the 
lead and paining, making forty-five strokes 
io Oxford's lorty ; on they rush, proudly 
throning the foam from eager prow. ths Har- 
vards still increasing tho lead until it is 
measured by two boat-lengths, equal to 
about 80 feet, as they approach Ham- 
mersmith Bijulge. Here the Oxfords 
quicken speed and lessen ihe gap, reducing 
it to half a length. The Harvards pull up 
with a maguifiuant burst, but lose dislanoe 
in sin oting the bridge, tbe Oxfords with 
a grand spurt briogi eg tho boats level at Ches- 
wick, two and a hall miles from tbe start, or 
a little more than half way over the course-. 
The Oxlords aro gaining, but again the 
Harvards shoot onward to a level. Now i» 
ihe exciting moment, as tbe fortunes oscilate 
in the balance, and tbe surging mass ot hu- 
manity ewoye to and fro like reeda in the 
wind. The Oxfords now begin to gaio, and 
jb their steady, uuflurried stroke contrasts 
with the more nervous action of tbe Har- 
vard* tbe feeling that tbey must wio gain* 
volume ; yet the Harvarda continue to row 
right pluckily and hold mera sojlor hall a 
mile ; but here the Oxfords at 38 ttrokes a 
minute shcot Barnes' Bridge and take the 
leiid by three lengths, which thoy keep lor 
the remuioder of the race, increasing it to 
lour lengths with which they Jwin, pulling 
up frefh and eusy, making the distance 
•o 21 minutes aud 40 seconds. The Oxford 
boit being 40 feel in length the four length! 
by winch they won would bi equul to 160 
fett quite enough for u decided boat. Well, 
Enulaurl may well feel proud, and America 
need not feel ashamed. Now for Canada. 
Let the St. John boys go in and enatch the 
laurels from Oxford 1 
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Europe. 

London, Auir, 27 —The excitoraent 
to-day over the |$reut Interuation al 
Bout. Baca bus been intense ; the hanks 
of the Thanes have been lined with 
spectators sinco an early hour' tho city 
has been almost deserted and business 
vva.-i quito neglected; vehicles of all des« 
criptions bearing tbe Harvard or Ox- 
ford colors and heavily laden with poo*- 
plo crowded all the rouds loading to tho 
course during the entire day. Tho rouds 
iu tbo vicinity of Puttncy, llmnmor- 
Htnitb, Oheswick, Barnes, Mortlako, etc, 
were th rouge i with pedestrians. Tho 
railway company found themselves 
aim' st unable to provide cars sullioieiit 
to carry the vast numbers waiting at tho 
depots, and it is no exaggeration to 
state that probably ono million of people 
witnessed the race. Tho liurvard crew 
won tho tons for position. Both boats 
started at five hours, l l min six and hall 
seconds ; the tide attlies'urt waa sluggich 
and a slight south-west breeze prevailed 
with smooth water, Tho Harvards 
were first to catch tho water and took 
the lead gaining upon thoir oppo* 
nents and making forty-fivo strokes per 
minuto against tho Oxfords forty. At 
Bishop's Crook, three furloughs from the 
star'. Tho Harvards led hull a length 
gaining headway, increasing their lead 
is they passed tho Willows ; their pauo 
wag sub equently Bluckoned and tho 
Ox lord's pulled up, but tho Harvards 
were still three-quarters of a length 
ahead. At Graven Point, throo-dounhs 
of a milt from tho start, tho Oxfords 
went cn w'uh a steady drag, but tho 
Americana rapidly increased thoir load. 
At Crab Tree [the milo post from the 
aqueduct] they wore a couple of lengths 
ahead , beyond here tho Harvurds were 
taken wido and the Oxfords quickened 
speed, and reduced tho gap at Soup 
Work, a milo and. hall from tho start, 
to half a length. The HaiTftrdfj now 



pulled up with a magnificent burst to 
Hammersmith Bridge, a tuilo and throo- 
qaarters, but in shooting the bridge they 
lost distanoo ; they gaiuod opposite the 
middle of tho mall. The Oxford's spurt, 
ed and camo up gradually to the Har- 
vards, but when opposite Dawes the 
boats were found to bo too closo to- 
gether and tho Harvards gavo way. At 
Choswiok, two and a half miles, tbo 
boats wcro level ; after proceeding fi r ty 
yards further tho Oxlords begun to gain, 
though temporarily the Harvard's 
again oven with ihemjtho Oxfords gait* 
ed rapidly at Oheswick, rfUaro it wa* 
clear, that their pace apparently told on 
the Harvurds, who werr rather wild at 
this part of the race. From this point 
tho Oxfords rapidly ('row n-lioud, and 
in a fow strokes obtained a lend of two 
lengths. Tho Harvprds rowing pluckily 
held them there., lor half :t milo when 
they fell astern, .'ho Oxford's at thirty- 
eight strokes a minute shot Barnes Bridgo 
oH miles, three lengths ahead ; along 
BiirncH .React tho Harvard's refreshed, 
their stroke oar losing with river water, 
thereby, retarding tho boat ; the Ameri- 
cans tried a spurt but found tho elhirt 
ineffectual, tho Oxfords getting nioto 
lead and eventually winning tho race by 
four lengths, easing at the last f«w strokes 
uud pulling up fnsh. The Oxfords 
an ived at tho ship at 5 o'clock '36 minus 
tes -17 seconds, making 4. 1 miles in 22 
minutes 4i seconds. Tho Americans 
were well lece vod at the finish and res 
turning landed n u Barnes. The nice 
was a good one and excited a degree ol 
enthusiasm along bunKfl of the river 
att u rly unknown in races heretofore.
